- CANNON NAMED SPEAKER 


Effort of Machine to Readopt 


the Cannon Rules Was 
Defeated, 


PARTY LINES BROKEN 
IN FIGHT OVER RULES 


Three Important Changes Are 
Made — Fitzgerald, a New 
York Democrat, Offered 
Amendment to Rules Which 
Was Adopted—Amendment 


by Clark Voted Down. ‘ 


Washington, March 18.—~After one of 
the stormiest sessions in its history, the 
house of representatives today, regard- 
leas of party alignment, adopted, 211 to 
172, a resolution by Mr. Fitzgerald, 
democrat, of New York, whereby the 
rules were amended in several important 
particulars. The resolution was a sub- 
stitute for one offered by Mr. Clark, of 
Miesouri. Its adoption was accomplish- 
ed only after the “insurgents,” with the 
‘aid of democrats, with one or two excep- 
tione, had won a decided preliminary vic- 
tory by voting down a resolution by Mr. 
Daizell, of Pennsywania, making the 
unamended rules of the sixtieth congress 
applicable to those of the present con- 
gress. 

The call of the roll on the resolution 
was followed with intense interest. 

At Fever Heat. 

Such was the fever heat of the mem- 
bers that Mr. Clark, of Missouri, got 
into a epirited colloquy with Mr. Dal- 
zell, who had mounted the rostrum ‘to 
read the resolution of the minority 
leader. 

Mr. Clark wanted him ordered away 
from the desk, to which proceeding Mr. 
Daizell objected, saying he had a right 
to know what the measure contained. 
This inaident ed-te.a controversy with 
the speaker, which lasted long enough 
for Mr. Dalzell to get the information 
he desired, and he stepped from the plat- 
fonm and returned to his seat. 

Shortly afterward, when Mr. fFitz- 
gerald’s resolution was up, Mr. Fitz- 
gerald was drawn into a colloquy with 


Mr. Clark, who desired him to yield for‘ 


Much bitterness was dis- 
played by the two men. Mr. Fitzgerald 
at first refused to yield. He later did 
so, but Mr. Clark declined his proffer 
of time, remarking that the New York 
memiber would live to regret his action, 
which called forth the retort from Mr. 
Fitzgerald that he was not to be 
“scared’’ by any threats. 

; Analysis of the Changes. 

As analyzed by parliamentarians, the 
amendment makes three important 
changes. First, it establishes a ‘“‘calen- 
dar for unanimous consents,” the effect 
of which is to enable a member to have 
a proposition brought before the house 
without having to go to the speaker for 


a question. 


SICNAL VICTORY 


“FOR DEMOCRAT 


So Howard and Brantley 
Consider Result in House 


They Say Changing of Rules 
Gives Democrats More Pow- 
er Than They Have Had in 
14 Years —Some of Geor- 
gians Voted for Clark’s Plan.

Washingtbn, March i16.—(Special.)— 
Though the particular plan advocated by 
Chanyp Clark, the democratic leader, for 
changing the house rules, failed of suc- 
cess today in a historic struggle in the 
house, a number of democrats, inclhud- 
ing six or seven members of the Geor- 
gia delegation, are elated at the result 
of the day’s balloting. 

The adoption of the Fitzgerald plan, 
the optimists say, has given the dem- 
ocrats more than they have had in four- 
teen years. It wil allow them fuller 
expression of their views on legislation, 
permit thém to call up bills in which 
they are interested, and, in the “present 
extra session, will enable them to offer a 
tariff bill and have it voted on. Had 
the Fitzgerald scheme faijed, the dem- 
ocrats could have done nothing but 
vote on a republican tariff measure, and 
been prohibited from amending that 
measure as they saw fit. 

Signal Victory for Democrats. 

Amazement that go much should have 
been extorted from the republicans, was 
expressed after the close of the session 
tonight by Representatives Brantley, 
Howard and “Livingston. They consider 
that the democrats have won a: signal 
victory. They .point to an immediate, 
practical benefit from thé changes in the 
rules secured today. In the plan favored 
by Champ Clark providing for the 
naming of a committee on committees 
and on amendments to the rules. to re- 
port next December, they saw nothing 
but an empty promise in place of a pres- 
ent reward. 

“What could have been expected from 
a polyglot committee, consisting of nine 
republicans and six democrats,” said 
Representative Howard. 

“By next December the republicans on 
the committee, regulars and insurgents, 
might thave fused and left the dem- 
Ocrats stranded. eo 

“Representative Fitzgerald is probably 


the most skillful parliaméntarian in the | 


house. He is so recognized by every- 
body, and Champ Clark. today publicly 
paid tribute to his ability. 

“He has given careful and exhaustive 
study to the rules of the house, and 
the amendments devised by him and 
forced uwpon the majority party will give 
the democrats a more ifberal showing 
than they thave had in fourteen years. 
He secured today the most brilliant par- 
liamentary victory I have known since 
I have been in congress.” 

How Brantley Views It. 

Similar views were expressed by Rep- 
resentative Brantley. He referred to the 
fact that the last democratic national 
platform had demanded a change in the 
house rules, and expressed amazement 
that Champ Clark, the d<mocratic lead- 
er, had not given heed to the advice of 
admittedly the best parliamentarian on 
the democratic side as to how the change 
in rules could be brought about. ;

In Committee of the Whole ' 


Council Hears Statements 
From City Engineer and 
the Commissioner of Public 
‘Works About Paving the 
Streets. 


At the session of the general council 
yesterday afternoon most of the time 
was consumed in discussing in the com- 
mittee of the whole the differences be- 
tween the city engineer and the commis- 
sioner of public works. It was an old 
row, upon which councils in the past 
have been divided, and uwpon which the 
present council_is divided. It is openly 
Stated that there are in council two 
factions, a Clayton faction and a Col- 
lier faction, and that the factions are 
about evenly divided. 

The question came before council on 
an ordinance which the ordinance com- 
mittee had reported favorably, and 
which took from the city engineer and 
transferred to the commissioner of pub- 
lic works supervision of sidewalk and 
street paving. 

Alderman Huddleston made a talk in 
favor of the ordinance. Alderman Grant 
opposed it. 

Councilman Chambers offered a res- 
olution that the whole matter be _ re- 
ferred to a special committee, consisting 
of the chairmen of the committees on 
ordinances, finance, streets, bridges and 
sewers, with the city attorney added. 
resolution was subsequently 
adopted. 

The committee will report next Fri- 
day afteritoon, when the adjourned ses- 
sion of council will be held. 

“When. the first vote was taken on 
Councilmen Chambers’ resolution it was 


lost By a-vote of 13 to [2. 

The council went into a committee of 
the whole, and City Engineer Clayton 
and Commissioner of Public Works Col- 
lier were called upon for statements. 

City Enginecr’s Statement. 

The city engineer made the first state- 
ment. He called attention to published 
interviews from Mr. Collier, 
changed that the city engineer's depart- 
ment had not done its duty in the matter 
of street paving. He submitted signed

Strong Sneech by McCarn. 

General McCarn spoke only a little 
over an hour this morning, but closed’ 
with a burst of eloquence, a farewell 
invocation to Carmack, ‘“‘statesman, pa-’ 
triot, diplomat, Christian gentleman and 
friend.” 

General McCarn’s argument is consid- 
ered to be a remarkably able and strong 
one. This is his first big case, almost 
the first case he has actually tried singe 
he took the oath of office last September, 
and his friends were out in force to see 
how he acquitted himself. At the con- 
cluston of the proceedings, they crowded 
around him as he sat with his eyes filled 
with tears, and fairly overwhelmed him 
with congratulations.

The election of house officers preceded 
the action of the rules: } 

With plenty of votes to spare, Jo- 
seph G. Cannon, of filinois, was reelected 
speaker, receiving 204 votes, as against 
166 for Champ Clark, of Missouri; 8 for 
Cooper, of Wisconsin; 2 for Norris, of 
Nebraska, and 1 each for Esch, of Wis- 
consin, and W. P. Hepburn, of Iowa, an 
@ex-member. All the democratic mem- 
bers voted fer Clark, so that the scatter- 
ing vote represented the republican de- 
fection from Cannon. 

In anticipation of the election of a 
speaker and the fight on rules, there was 
practically a full attendance of mein- 
bers. The whips of both sides were 
kept busy holding their followers in the 
chamber. Looking down from the gal- 
leries was a great throng who had been 
admitted only by card, The diplomatic 
and executive galleries were filled to 
overflowing. Qne of the most interest- 
ed spectators was Mrs. Taft, who re- 
mained for four hours. 

The work of onganizing the house 
was accomplished with facility, fifty or 
gnore menybers being sworn in at a time. 

At the republican caucuses nominees 
for the house offices were elected, no 
changes being made in the personnel. 
The drawing for seats was postponed 
until tomorrow. 


Detatis of the Fight. 

In the house 382 members responded 
to their names, more than a quorum. 
Immediately after announcement of a 
quorum was made, Mr. Currier, of New 
Hampshire, nominated Joseph G. Can- 
non, of Hilinois, for speaker, and Mr. 
Clayton, of Alabama, presented the name 
of Champ Clark, of Missouri, both un- 
der instructions of their respective cau- 
cuses. The roll was then called. 

Mr. Cary, of Wisconsin, one of the in- 
surgents, voted for his colleague, Henry 
A. Cooper, also an insurgent, who in 
turn voted for George W. Norris, of 
Nebraska. Mr, Cooper received another 
vote from Mr. Davis, of Minnesota. 

Through inadvertence, Mr. Ellerbe, 
democrat, of South Carolina, voted in a 
loud voice for Cannon, but he immedi- 
ately made @ correction and voted for 
Clark. His mistake created such a storm 
of laughter that he beat a hasty retreat 
to the cloak room, 

Clerk McDowell proceeded to announce 
the vote when objection was made by 
Mr. Clayton, of Alabama, who made the 
point that the result should be based on 
the report of the teller and not the tally 
clerks. In consequence, there was & 
short delay. finally the tellers report- 
ed as follows: 

Cannon, 204; Clark, 166; Esch, |; Nor- 
ris, 2; Cooper, 8; Hepburn, |. 


Cannon Takes the Gavel. 

As the speaker took his accustomeu 
eee the republicang cheered. In intro- 
duting the speaker, Mr. Clark, of Mis- 
souri, said: 

“I present the second man in the his- 
tory of the United States that has been 
elected speaker ef the house of repre- 
sentatives for fuur consecutive times— 
the Hon. Joseph G. Cannon, of Hlinois.” 

The speaker, bowing his acknowledge- 
ments, addressed the house as follows: 

“The election to the high office of 
speaker, which I now have for the 
fourth time by virtue of your own contfi- 
dence and judgment, is a compliment, 
the honor of which I do not unueresti- 
mate, and of which I am not lacking in 
personal appreciation. 

“We have before us a most important 
and difficult session of congress. The 
adjustment of the national revenues has 
been, since the foundation of the govern- 
ment, a fundamental question, yielding 
to none in importance. Wven in the civil 
war the.question of adequate revenue 
marched side by side with the valor of 
our armies and the patriotism of our 
people, and in time of peace, even disor- 
dered finances are a prolific source of 
national ills, not so acute as those of 
war, but yet fruitful of calamity for the 
general interest and suffering for the in- 
dividual. 

“These considerations should animate 
us to a high devotton to the duty before 
us. We must subordinate personal feel- 
ings to the general good, trusting to the 
considerate judgment of the people for 
approval of our work when it shall] have 
been completed.’’ 

As the senioft member of the house, 
Mr. Bingham, of Pennsylvania, adminis- 
tered the oath ‘to the speaker, who, in 
turn, swore in the members. 

All the republican caucus nominees 
for the various offices:‘of the house were 
reelected. The slate offered by Minority 
Leader Clark follows: 

Clerk, W. P. Kimball, of Kentucky; 
sergeant-at-arms, J.T. Ellington, of 
North Carolina; postmaster, Robert L. 
Douglas, of South Carolina; doorkeeper, 
William. W. Adams, of Indiana; chap- 
lain, George: A. Backus, of Maryland. 

The usual committees were appointed 
to notify the senate and the president 
that the house was ready for business. 

Resolution Affecting Rules. 

The attention of all the members was 
concentrated on the adoption of rules. 
Mr. Dalzell, of Pennsylvania, rese to of- 
fer the usual resolution providing that 
the rules of the previous congress should 
govern the present congress. 

“And on that motion I move the pre- 
vious question,”’ he said quickly. Jt had 
been understood that thig motion, de- 
signed to shut off debate, would be the 
signal for the long threatened fight on 
the rules. 

Mr. Clark, of Missouri, demanded the 
ayes and noes, before Mr. Dalzell had 
regained his seat, while Mr. Fitzgerald, 
of New York, under the guise of mak- 
ing @ perligmentary inquiry of the chair, 
asked to have the ruleg explained. The 
speaker promptly held the question out 
of order and refused to recognize Mr. 
Fitagerald further. The democrats, led 
by Mr. Clark, forced a roll call on Mr. 
Daizell’s motion. During the oall, Mr.

Townsend, of Michigan, sought to make 
a statement “in explanation of his vote.” 
The speaker held thet he could not do 
so. My. Townsend then voted “present.” 

The previous question was ordered— 
ayes, 194; nays, 188; “present,” |. Mighty 
shouts went up from the republican side, 
many members standing on chairs, 
shrieking and otherwise manifesting 
their delight at the defeat of the “in- 
surgents,’’ 

On the adoption of the resolution the 
democrats forced another roll call, but 
before this was begun, the speaker, 
Champ Clark and Mr. Fitzgerald be- 
came involved in a controversy over 4 
request by Mr. Clark for a recapitulation 
of the last vote. The speaker refused to 
entertain the proposition .and sharply 
directed the clerk to proceed with the 
call. } . 

The vote resulted: Ayes, 189; noes, 19S. 
Pandemonium broke out among the dem- 
‘ocrats and “insurgenis.’’ Their demvun-~- 
stration exceeded by far that of the regu- 
lar republicans when the previous ques- 
tion was ordered. It was some time 
before order was restored. 

Resolution Affecting Rules, 

When the noise had been subsided, 
Champ Clark, among democratic cheers, 
offered the following resolution aftect- 
ing the rules: 

“Resolved, That the rules of the house 
of representatives of the sixtieth con- 
grees be adopted as the rules of the 
house of representatives for vhe first or 
extra session of the sixty-first congress, 
including the standing orders of March 
8 and March i4, 1690 (relating to con- 
sideration of pension and claim bills of 


amendments to aaid rules of said SIx- 


tieth congress: 

“First, that the speaker be, and he is 
hereby, authorized to appoint the fol- 
lowing cOmmittees, and no others, unless 
he is hereafter specifically authorized to 
appoint other committees by resolution 
of the house. The committees on ways 
and means, on printing, on accounts, 
on mileage and on enrolled bills. 

“Second, that section | of rule !0, 
where it relates to the committee on 
rules be amended to read as follows: 

“On rules, to consist of fifteen mem- 
bers, who shall be elected by the mem- 
bers of the house, said committee to 
elect tes own chairman.’ 

“Resolved further, Fhat the followiug 
named members of the house: Dalzell, 
Smith of Iowa, Mann of Illinois, Cur- 
rier of New Hampshire, Joseph (1. 
Gaines of West Virgiriia, Gardner of 
Massachusetts, Nelson of Minnesota, 
Norris of Nebraska, Hayes of California, 
Oliie James of Kentucky, Champ Clark, 
Cc. W. Underwood, Hitchcock of Nebras- 
ka, Hay of Virginia, and Burleson of 
Texas, be, and they are hereby, elected 
and appointed members of the commit-

shall be paid out of the contingent fund 
of the house.

Fitzgerald Offers Resolutions. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, of New York, immed 
ately offered a resolution modifying the 
present rules. His resolution eliminated 
the present requirement of obtaining the 
consent of the speaker for the submis- 
sion of bills under unanimous consent 
required that before the close of a ses- 
sion of congress, all reported bills shall 
be placed on a calendar, where there 
may be a.chance for their considera- 
tion; made necessary a two-thirds in- 
steady of a majority vote to set aside 
calendar Wednesday, and provided for a 
modification of the present power of the 
committee on rules to ferce a vote on a 
bill. 

Mr, Fitzgerald declared that those who 
were so persistent in their advocacy otf 
changing the.rules had not made a con- 
crete suggestion unless it was to take 
away the power of the speaker.

Military Activity Explained 
to United States. 


Alleged Nicaragua Is Preparing 
for Defense and Not Aggres- 
sion — United States, How- 
ever, Will Send More Ships. 


Washington, March 15.—Nicaragug,, 
through her minister here, Senor Bs- 
pinoza, protested to Secretary Knox 
today that the military and naval ac- 
tivity now in progress in that country 
is destined entirely for defensive pur- 
poses; that she does not contemplate 
making any attacks on her sister re- 
publics, and that conditions are quiet 
within her borders. 

The minister went to the state de- 
partment armed with a Bundle of dis- 
patches from his government and spent 
a half hour with the secretary, during 
which he discussed also the Emery 
claim, which has been the source of 
dispute between the two countries for 
years. 

Hope for Peace. 

Both the secretary and the minister, 
after the conference, expressed the 
hope for a satisfactory adjustment of 
the claim and a peaceful solution of 
the whole situation. 

Notwithstanding the minister's asser- 
tion of Nicaragua’s peaceful intentions 
toward her neighbors, the administra- 
tion has decided to augment the naval 
force in Central American waters to a 
total of six vessels. In additidn to the 
Yorktown, now en route for Anapala, 
Honduras, the armored cruisers Mary- 
land and Washington are te remain on 
the west coast, the former going to 
Acajutia, Salvador, and the latter to 
Corinto, & 

The most. significant news that 
reached the state department today 
was that about 6,000 Nicaraguan troops 


| was 


were near the Honduran frontier in 
the neighborhood of Corinto, where are 
also concentrated four gunboats and 
other auxiliary craft. 

‘A feature distasteful to the state de- 
partment is the manner in which John 
H. Gregory, the secretary of legation 
at Managua, who has been ordered to 
Washineton, is being treated. From 
the dispatches it is gathered that the 
Nicaraguans are doing nothing to make 
his position agreeable, but that, on the 
contrary, there.are evidences of hos- 
tility to him, and it is understood here 
also that some of his dispatches have 
not reached him as promptly as they 
should. 

Situation Irritating. 

The whole situation ig inexplicable 
and irritating to the state department, 
which is not disposed to act hastily, 
and is seeking the views of the various 
capitals in Central America through its 
representatives in those places. whom 
it has acquainted fully with every step 
that has been taken. 

An impression exists that the state 
department may find it desirable to 
dispatch a commissioner to -Centra! 
America for the purpose of making a 
complete investigation of the situation 
and endeavor to bring about an under- 
standing between the conflicting’ ele- 
ments with a view to putting to an end, 
iz possible, the danger of future com- 
Plications, Secretary Knox was asked 
today as to the probability of former 
Governor Magoon, of Cuba, being asked 
to undertake such a misegion, and his 
evasive reply lends belief to the view 
that such a step is being considered.

With commendable and businesslike foresight Mayor Maddox and Chair- 
man. Quillian, of,the bond commission, have determined to go deep into those | 
\preliminary preparations which are essential to securing the speediest and» 
best results from the bond issue, upon which the people of Atlante wil =e 
in the jate summer or early fall. 

Of first importance is that feature of the proposition which deals with 
sanitation; there is time enough, if none be lost, to get it to a basis of busi- 
mess accuracy. 

‘This work has been begun in the surveys made of the outfalls of Atlanta's 
sewers by City Engineer Clayton, but that is only the beginning. Following 
it up, it must be determined whether any of these outfalls can be brought 
together at a single septic tank, how far the sewer mains must be extended, 
the number and capacity of the proposed septic tanks—in a word, every fea- 
ture of the proposed improvements in Atlanta’s sewer system must be map 
ped and charted and the exact cost of making them ascertained.

Question of Sewer Extension 
and Septic Tanks to Be Given 
Special Attention—All Com- 
mittees of Bond Commission 
Will Go Actively to Work. 


Mayor Maddox and F. A, Quillian, 
chairman of the bond commission, after 
holdine a conference, have decided to 
push with earnestness and vim prepar- 
atory work for the bond election. They 


ate attention should be given to that 
part of the work that appertains to a 
full and exhaustive report on the sewer 


extension. 

John EB. Murphy, chairman of the 
sewer committee of the bond commis- 
sion, is thoroughly in accord with the 
views ef the mayor and Mr. Quillian. 

It will be remembered that when 
the question of holding a bond election 
first came up the proposed bond issue 
for the sewer system caused more dis- 
cussion than any other. it became evi- 
dent that the voters of Atlanta wanted 
t¢é know just what extension of sewers 
there was to be and how much money 
would be expended gor septic tanks. 

The bond commission decided to call 
for an election for bonds to the amount 
of $1,500,000, to be divided as follows: 
For sewers, $700,000; for waterworks 
$500,000: for schools, $300,000. 

After the election was set for a cer- 
tain date it was ascertained that be- 
cause of a technicality another charter 
amendment would have to be secured 
from the legislature. 

Wanted Voters Informed. 

The truth is, the bond commission 
was glad of this delay. It felt that in 
order to present the bond question in 
a clear and convincing way to the vot- 
ers of the city there should be full and 
exhaustive reports with the necessary 
estimates on exactly what is needed, 
where needed, and how needed for sew- 
ers, waterwcrks and schools. In order 
to obtain this information for pre- 
sentation to the people the bond com- 
mission had the chairman to appoint 
three committees, one On sewers, one 
on waterworks and one on schools. 

Chairman H. C. Stockdell, of the 
waterworks committee, has not yet 
done any very active work. 

Chairman John S, Candler, of the 
school committee, has held one or two 
meetings, but nothing definite has been 
done toward the formation of a report. 

Chairman John E. Murphy, of the 
sewer committee, has gone so far as to 
get the city engineering department to 
begin a topographical survey for the 
purpose of ascertaining exactly what 
extension there must be of the seven 
trunk sewers and how many _ septic 
tanks must be built and where they 
are to be located. The city engineer is 
now doing this work, he states, as rap- 
idiv as possible. 

On last Satufday the mayor and Mr. 
Quillian held a long conference with 
the result that from now on the work 
of preparing reports for the bond com- 
mission will be pushed with dispatch 

Says Time is Getting Shert. 

In speaking of this matter yesterday 
morning, Mayor Maddox said: 

“It may be that the bond commission 
committees have not been pushing the 
work as rapidly as possible, but from 
now on I think there will be no un- 
necessary delay. The _ tifme is really 
getting short, for we must have all the 
reports ready by the time the legisla- 
ture meets in June. It is especially 
necessary to have a very full and com- 
plete report on the sewer question, as 
all the people seem to be vitally inter- 
ested in this matter. Just as soon as 
the citv engineer finishes his survey 
steps will be taken to secure the ser- 
vices of one of the best sewer experts 
in the country, who will come to tA- 
lanta and give us full plans for sewer 
extension and septic tank building, 
with estimates on the cost of all the

Ordinance Was Adopted on 
-Motion of Alderman Can- 
dier Without a Dissenting 
Vote—Means a Great Deal 
for the Health of the City. 


By a unanimous vote, without a word 
of discussion, the general cocuncil yes- 
terday afternoon adopted an ordinance 
which regulates the keeping clean of 
back yards. 

The law goes into effect on June |! 
and will be enforced in time to have 
all the back yards in the city put in 
a clean condition before the hot days 
of summer have fairly arrived. 

More than a year ago the passage of 
such an ordinance was advocated by 
The Constitution and was actively 
taken hold of by the health officer and 
the board of health. Several ordinances 
were introduced in council and went 
back and forth from that body to the 
board of health because of legal tech- 
nicalities. 

At the beginning of this year Alder- 
man John S. Candler, chairman of the 
council committee on ordinances and 
legislation, took hold of the matter, 
with the result that a proper legal pa- 
per was prepared, It was on the mo- 
tion of Alderman Candler that the ordi- 
nance was adopted by council, 

Its Special Provision, 3 

The new ordinance specially legislates 
that back yards must be kept free of 
stable manure, and prescribes’ that 


|owners of stock can pay $2 a year for 


each horse or cow if the city removes 
the manure, otherwise the owners of 
stock must keep their yards clean them- 
selves, The ordinance algo has reguia- 
tions tn regard to service closets. 

It ig the provision about stable me- 
nure that is of special interest. In the 
past many citizens have found it im- 
possible to keep manure hauled from 
their yards, and it ig believea that they 
will gladly pay the special tax of $2 
a year for each hed of stock. 

Chief. Jentzen, of the sanitary depart- 
ment,/stated that he was very much 
pleaged over the fact that the ordi- 
nance had been passed and that he 
would he would see to it that it was en- 
forced. 

“This ordinance means,” he_ said, 
“that hereafter no manure will be al- 
lowed to collect in the yards. The health 
of the city will be benefited and there 
will be fewer flies and mosquitoes in 
the summer.”’

iNew York, March !5.—While the au- 
thorities here are known to have taken 
every measure within their power to dis- 
cover any possible evidence of con- 
spiracy on this side of the water in con- 
nection with the assassination of De- 
tective Joseph Petrosino, in Paimero, 
Sicily, so far as is ‘known, nothing has 
beer’ discovered to connect any person 
in any way with the crime.

I talianVictor in ““Rubber”’ 
Marathon Race. 


From Starter’s Gun to the End 
of the Race Dorando Led 
the American Throughout. 

_ Hayes Beaten by Half Mile. 


Madison Square Garden, New York, 
March !6.—Before ten thousand specta- 
tors, a large majority of whom were his 
countrymen, Dorando Pietri tonight de- 
feated Johnny Hayes in the “rubber”, 
match for Marathon supremacy. The 
race was at the regulation distance, 26 
miles, 366 yards, and was run over a 
ten-lap track, in Madison Square Gar- 
den. 

Both men were in excellent condition, 
and Dorando proved himself to be the 
master of Hayes at the game of long- 
distance running. 

From the starter’s gun to the end of 
the race, the Italian led the American 
boy throughout, being spurred on by 
9 cheers and plaudits of his emotion- 
al countrymen. 

In the seventeenth mile, Dorando 
started a heart-breaking sprint, which 
Hayes was unable to follow, and before 
half a mile thad been run, the foreigner 


had gained a lap. Again, in the eigh- 
teenth, after he had taken a breathing 
spell, the Italian again set out at a 
pace Hayes was unable to follow, and 
annexed another lap. Thence forward 
to the finish Dorando merely jogged be- 
hind Hayes, winning the race in easy 
fashion, 

In the running of the fourteenth lap, 
Hayes made a sprint which, to the spec- 
tators, looked to be a try-out to ascer- 
tain just how much the Itlian held in 
reserve. Geveral times the runners 
changed positions, but the Italian would 
not be denied, and led Hayes across the 


line at the end of the fourteenth mile. 
Dorando also held the lead at the finish 
of the fifteenth, his time being 1|:27:05. 

Dorando, after finishing the sixteenth 
mile in 4:33:20, sprinted away, and, amid 
terrific cheering, lapped Hayes inside a 
half mile. 

Dorando’s time for 17 miles: 
1:39:22 2-6, was the fastest for the dis- 
tance ever run in America. 

During the running of the eighteenth 
mile Dorando gained another lap, and 
then settled in behind the little Irish- 
American, whom he followed step by 
step, with dogged persistency. 

From this stage of the journey there 
wae little doubt as to the result, as 
Dorando simply jogged behind Hayes, 
and, in the final miles, romped away 
from the London Marathon winner, de- 
feating him by half a mile, in 2:48:08.

New York, March i6—Business in 
stocks fell another degree in the scale 
towards idleness. The assemb of 
congress had little effect in releasing 
the market from its bonds. The delay 
in reporting the new tariff dill, and in 
sending in the president’s special mes- 
Sage was the assigned motive for the 
halt. Confidence is not great that tHose 
®vents will end the season of dullness in 
stocks. The change in the course of de- 
bate in the frame of tte tariff bill as re- 
ported, the breaking of party lines in 
the house, the differences between the 
two houses of congress over its ultimate 
form, and the delay in arriving at 2 
conclusion of the subject, offer too many 
uncertain possibilities to encourage any 
immediate action- based on opinions of 
the outcome. Such interest as was taken 
in affairs was not expressed by any ac- 
tive steps in the stock market. e 
troubled European situation was respon- 
sible for some of the ‘heavy tone at the 
outset. Selling orders were executed for 
foreign account in various internation- 
ally listed stocks; with the result of 
carrying them under the closing lewel 
of Saturday. The great financial cen- 
ters on the continent show a spirit of 
apprehension over the outcome of the 
Situation in the Balkans that may not 
‘end until definite settlementS are em- 
bodied in international agreements. This 
is taken into account as one of the in- 
fluences likely to keep affairs unsettled 
which are operating to defeat in the 
Speculation in stocks. Speculators in 
Reading had another diasappointment in 
the absence of a decision by the supreme 
court in the commoditées clause test 
case. The strengthening effect of this 
postponement on the stock is taken to 
indicate that the professional speculative 
element is counting still on a decision 
adverse to the railroads. Prices of cop- 
per were marked down again, the quo- 
tations both of bid and asked prices 
falling a full quarter of a cent. per 
pound at the local metal exclagnge. Re- 
ports from the ¢rade were of i§creasing 
unfavorable conditions in the pressure 
of accumulations on the market and the 
unrelieved caution of consumers in their 
hand-to-mouth buying.

Decline in Corn and Weak 
Cables Were Main Factors 
~ in Loss on Wheat. 


Chicago, March 15.—Weak cables and 
@ slump in corn had a depressing ef- 
fect on the wheat market today, prices 
at the close showing net losses of 3-8 
to 7-8c, compared with Saturday’s final 
quotations. Corn and oats closed weak 
and provisions steady. : 

Heaviness and inactivity marked trad- 
ing in the wheat pit. There was no 
Sreat selling pressure. With the ex- 
ception of a material decrease in pri- 
mary receipts, the news and statistics 
of the day were of a bearish nature. At 
the start the market was weakened by a 
decline of 1-8 to %d at Liverpool, and 
throughout the day the heaviness of ‘the 
corn market tended to inspire addition- 
al selling. An increase of 74,000 
bushels in the visible supply in the Unit- 
ed Siates compared with a decrease of 
1,324,000 the corresponding time a year 
ago, and an officia! report, showing 
that exports of wheat from this country 
last month were the smallest in three 
years, were also important factors that 
helped to weaken the market. Reports 
of further complications in political con- 
ditions in sontheastern Europe induced 
some covering by shorts during the last 
half of the day. Prices throughout the 
day moved within a 3-4c range, May 
selling ‘between $1.16 1-4 and $1.17. The 
market closed weak, at almost the low- 
est point, with May at $1.16 1-4, and 
July at $1.04 5-8. 

Realizing sales by out-of-town hok- 
ers caused weakness in the corn mar- 
ket. There was slow demand for the 
cash grain, and prices at the sample ta- 
bles were % to 3-4c lower. The mar- 
ket closed weak at almost the bottom 
prices, May being off 3-4c at 67 5-8c;

Samson lost the spirit of God anda he 
lost freedom. How sweet it Is to feel 
that there is nothing between us and 


‘God, and how galling and degrading it 


is to be in a slavery like this. Gipsy 
Smith talks of the lost Christ and says 
the man who finds Him must go back to 
the place where he lost Him. 

Samson lost his vision; he became ia 
prisoner, and he made sport for the peo- 
ple who knew not God. 

‘In very earnest manner Miss Millar ap- 
plied the lesson to the hearts of the 
people and begged those who had lost 

something out of the heart and the life 


to open the door to let the King 


come in. 

Rev. S. D. Gordon followed Miss Mil- 
lar. At his request the people closed 
their eyes and sung a prayer in the 
words of that well-known hymn, “I 
Need Thee Every Hour.” 

It was an impressive-scene to 100k 
upon the hundreds of people sitting with 
closed eyes and singing in subdued 
tones. without the assistance of an in- 
strument, this beautiful song that has 
echoed around the world. Mr. Gordon 
followed in a tender prayer, in which 
he pleaded that Christians might have 


} a knife tightly gripped in the hand for 


sin. but a big, soft heart and a sweet 
smile for the man wrapped up in the 


lot | sin from which we would sever him. 


Mr. Gordon read a portion of the first 
chapter of the gospel of John, basing 
his remarks upon the keynote of this 
book. “He came into His own and His 
own received Him not. But as many 
as many as received Him, to them He 
gave the right to become the children 
of God.” 

This was all of John’s message. The 
rest of the book is but an illustration 
of the thought in the keynote. In the 
first chapter there is a group that re- 
jects and another that accepts. 

In the second chapter, at the mar- 
riage in Cana of Galilee, the disciples 
received a second supply of faith in 
Jesus. 

Cleansing of Temple. 

Mr. Gordon spoke of the cleansing 
of the temple. He said the priests had 
allowed these people to make a barn 
yard out of this corner of the temple, 
for a consideration. When Jesus 
touched the pockets of these people 
He touched a sort of pneumogastric 
nerve and they ‘winced. The tree of 
the cross began growing that very day. 
When the national senate rejectec 
Jesus, Nicodemus accepted Him and 
thus throughout the book there is a con- 
tinual record of rejection and accept- 
ance. John recorded these, seemingly 
to prove the statement he made at the 
outset that Jesus was rejected by His 
own people, but received by other in- 
dividuals. It ir a continual] contest be- 
tween acceptar¢e and rejection. 

Mr. Gordon spoke of how Jesus comes 
today in a human way to woo the sons 
of men and those who receive Him are 
made members of His own great fami- 
ly. He pictured how we would 
feel if we went home and our best be- 
loved refused te let us in. That was 
the way Jesus felt. He told of an old 
English mother whose boy grew into a 
life of prominence. In her old age she 
went to him, but she saw he did not 
want her and she went away from him 
to return no more, 

For an hour at night a steady 
stream of humanity was pouring from 
all directions towards the tabernacle 
and by-half past seven the main audi- 
torium was well filled and the gallery 
was rapidly filling up. From then to 
eight o’clock the people were delighted 


with the song service conducted by A.. 


Cc. Boatman and his well- trained chorus 
cholr. 

Mr. Boatman and his wife sung a 
heautiful duet “If There Is Sunshine in 
Your Heart.” 

The congregation that faced Rev. J.

Some of the reasons for discourage- 
ment were the sins when the heart had 
played traitor to the conscience, the 
difficulties of life, the conflicts of life 
and the sense of personaY uselessness. 

Jesus was always meeting disheart- 
ened folks and to them He often said 
“Be of good cheer.” ; , 
‘He spoke of the  palsied man 
brought into the presence of Jesus. 
Jesus said, “Be of good cheer, thy sins 
are forgiven thee.” His neern was 
for that which was for jndbne than all 
else, his sins. How many are dis- 
couraved because of sin. To all such 
Jesus says, “Be of good cheer, thy sins 
are forgiven thee.”’ The forgiveness 
of sins means the renewal of oppor- 
tunity, the bestowal of fellowship with 
God. If any man will bring sin into 
the presence of Jesus he will find good 
cheer and forgiveness. 


Disciples in the Boat. 

He pictured the disciples toiling in 
the boat that was being dashed about 
in. the’ storm. Christ came toward 
them, saying. ‘‘Be of good cheer. It is 
I. be not afraid.”” He had ‘sent them 
across the sea, and he was watching 
over them. 

There are similar difficulties today, | 
and they are sent wpon us td strengthen | 
us, and when they come He is ready |; 
at the critical moment today, ‘‘Be of 
gcod cheer. It is I, be. not afraid.” 

Some of us thought the Christian life 
was a picnic, but we have learned that 
it is a struggle.

There are so many discouraged be- 
cause of conflicts. There is the con- 
flict of temptation, the conflict of home 
life. where one is suffering because of 
devotion to Christ. He knew what it 
was to be the only Ohristian in a large 
family, for it is said that neither did 
his brethren. believe in him. 

The minister may be disheartened be- 
cause he has come into conflict with 
the worldly-minded element of the 
church. It was the church that gave 
Jesus trouble, the church that crucified 
Him. He says to all such, “Be of good 
cheer, for I have overcome the world.”’ 

Mr. Holden said there was a belief 
that the opal shines only when worn 
on the human body, and. so, there are 
beauties in our lives if we only live 
in-touch with Jesus Christ. 

There are those who feel so unless 
because they seem to have done noth- 
ing. To all such Mr. Holden pointed to 
Paul in his prison cell. He probably 
Said, ““Wh&at’s the use of all this? I 
tried to be faithful, and this is what 
it has brought me to. I have done 
nothing.” 

That very night the Lord stood by 
Paul and said, “Be of good cheer.’’ 
Then He told him that as he had been 
faithful in Jerusalem he must also be 
faithful in Rome. The. reward for trib- 
ulation is more tribulation. In Jerusa- 
lem there were dogs. In Rome he wags 
to meet lions. 

In closing, Mr. Holden begged the peo- 
ple to remember that they were chil- 
dren of Ged, and that Christ was in 
them to give them the victory.
